In some quarters, the infer- 
ence is drawn that wheat export busi- 
ness will be considerably in excess of 
last season. On the other hand, talk 
is heard that the Canadian wheat 
crop movement promises now to be 
early and heavy. 

Scattered selling that met with in- 
adequate demand has tended to ease 
provisions down. 


A. &P. JULY SALES 
MAKE. NEW RECORD 


The Great Atlantic & Pacifie Tea 
Company reports greater sales for 
July, 1930, than for any other July 
in the history of the company: the in- 
crease in dollar sales being 3.26 per 
cent over sales for the corresponding 
period a year ago,°and the increase 
in se volume being 14.33 per 
cent. 

Dollar sales for the five weeks in 
July, 1930, were $96,723,670, com- 
pared with $93,671,398 for the five 
weeks in July, 1929, an increase of 
$3,052,272. Tonnage sales, showing 
actual amount of goods sold, were 
488,682 tons, in July of this - ear, 
compared with 427,431 tons in the 
Same period last year, an increase of 
61,251. 

The percentage of increase in ton- 
nage sales is greater than the percent- 
age of increase in dollar sales because 
of the decline in food prices since a 
year ago, and is a reflection of the 
higher purchasing power of the retail 
food dollar. 

“Retail prices must parallel as 
nearly as possible the decline of prices 
in primary markets, and the present 
high level of wages should be main- 
tained if business is soon to recover 
from the depression of the last few 
months,” officials of the company said 
ina Statement. “Lower prices raise 
the purchasing power of Wages, and 
Stimulate trade by bringing more com- 
modities within buying reach of a 
larger number of consumers.” 

Average weekly sales for the five 
weeks’ period in 1930 were $19.3-44.- 
‘34. compared with $18.734,280 in 
1929, an increase of $610,454. Aver- 
ase weekly tonnage for the 1930 pe- 
riod was 97,736, and 85.486 for the 
corresponding period of 1929, an in- 
crease of 12,250.

Man has been 
the adventurer—the lover of ‘desperate 
hazards. It would have been like him to 


say: “Let's take a chance.” What we are 
compelled to believe is aot the thing we 
could reasonably expect from a woman. 
Then what the Lord says and does is not 
the kind of thing we would expect from 
Him—no kindly consideration of the cir- 
cumstances, no forgiveness, but anger, un- 
appeasable, like that of an ancient tribes-

Since we do not question 
the truth of the third chapter of Genesis 
we must conclude that man was right— 
that he and t*: Lord had a righteous cause 
of complaint. It is easy to understand why, 
when the toil bore heavy on him and bread 
was hard to get, he should feel like beating 
his wife—for had not woman brought these 
troubles upon him? When she pleaded for 
merey he was often deaf because he re- 
membered what Adam got when he heark- 
ened to his wife. 


Man had to believe that woman was the 
cause of all his woes, and he kept her in 
mind of her responsibility. All through the 
deep valley of unnumbered ages he held-a 
grudge against her. I take no such liberty, 
but there are certain critics who hold that 
the story of the fall is fiction. However 
that may be, there is no fiction in the woes 
of woman which came as the fruit of it. 
That is the most shameful and well authen- 
ticated chapter in human history. 


- Man wore his hands and racked his body 
with toil, but his braim suffered ages of 
enforced idleness. His brow was always 
wet, but there was never any perspiration 
on his intellect. The state told him what 
he had to believe. Lf an individual did any 
independent thinking—as the prophets were 
wont to do—he got his head cut off. It 
didn't pay and there were few who in- 
duiged in that urholy pastime. Individu- 
ality might be porular, but it was unprofit- 
able. A head raised above the dead level 
of the crowd soon fell into the basket and 
save for a memory of what had passed 
between the de:d lips, it was out of busi- 
ness.

I left with the impression that one may 
think too much of his immortal soul. One 
is always thinking of his liver when it 
ceases to do its duty.

It is obvious that a woman had no right 
to resent rough treatment.

In the “Apostles” of Renan—a man who 
Studied history with unusual! ardor—we find 
that among the Hebrews “woman’s child- 
hood ended at twelve and her old age began 
at twenty-four and marriage was slavery,” 
until a new and a great teacher had begun 
to change the spirit of man. I present in 
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direct quotation a summary of Renan’s | 


observations: 


“Women were naturally attracted, their 
position im society being humble and pre- 
carious, to a Christian community which 
offered them protection. Widows especially 
had had few rights which any one respect- 
ed. Many were opposed to giving them re- 
ligious instruction. The Talmud spoke of 
the gossiping and inquisitive widow as a 
pest of mankind. The new religion offered 
them sure and hororable asylum. The nuns 
and the sisters of charity were one of the 
first creations of the church, and the word 
‘widow’ became a synonym fof one devoted 
to religious work.” 

The historian, who was himself a skeptic, 
declares: “Woman never had a religious 
conscience, a moral individuality or an 
opinion of her own previous to Christian- 
ity.” It would appear that this new faith, 


hear the centers of its power, had begun to 
mitigate the curse. 


In about thirty-five years after their 
great champion had given up his life we 
begin to learn of notable women.

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“Psychic Bids” Made by Experts Would Be Like Dynamite to Average Players 
By Shepard G. Barclay 


HEN experts compete against each 

other, the match of wits results 
4 in occasional queer bids which 
ie} )«6wwOuld be loaded with dynamite if 
attempted at the wrong time. The average 
player who essayed similar tactics would be 
almost certain to pick the wrong time, and 
hence such farfetched maneuvers are by ao 
means advised to the ‘ank and file. It will 
do no harm, though, to get an inside view 
of some of the bizarre things attempted by 
the stars. 


During the national championship events 
of tie recent American Bridge League tour- 
nament there was an interesting array of 
Strategical bidding ‘“didos,” or “psychic 
bids,” as many caii bids to confuse the op- 
position—a term which some shorten to 
“psychies.” A profitable “psychie” was in- 
jected on this contract deal: 
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South passed, West opened the bidding 
with one diamond—it would have been two 
or three under some systems—and North 
bid one no trump! North’s reasoning was 


that with such a hand and a partner un- 
able to start the bidding, the opponents 
must have a sure game, which should be 
prevented if possible. East passed and 
South bid two spades! West passed, North 
called three clubs, East passed and South 
bid three hearts, which became the con- 
tract. 

Tine diamonds were opened for the first 
two tricks, then the king of clubs lost to 
North's ace. The spade king drove out the 


ace from the East who led the trump ace, 
followed by the little trump, West cashing 
the queen and then the king of trumps 
and the king of hearts. South got the rest 
of the tricks, being only two down for a 
loss of 100 points, whereas their opponents 
can make six no trumps. At least game was 
bid by the opponents at every other table 
where the hand was played. 


Dorothy Rice Sims, the tricky player who 
did that, got a still queerer but profitable 
result on another hand aaginst opponents 


who announced that they were using the 
Vanderbilt system. The player at her right 
opened with one club, showing possession 
of at least three quick tricks, saying nothing 
about clubs and demanding partner to keen 
the bidding open. Mrs. Sims holding this 
hand, 


¢ 
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felt sure that the response would be in 


hearts and so, to head it off and prevent 
a game bid, called one heart! The next 
player now passed; since the bidding was 
already kept open. Lo and behold, the part- 


ner of Mrs. Sims bid four hearts. He held 
seven hearts headed by the ace, king, jack 
and ten. This was doubled by the opponents 
and the.declarer found herself playing a 
contract without any trumps in her own 
hand. She went down one on the hand, 
whereas the opponents could have made 
five diamonds, for game. 

One effective coup was accomplished by 
the “kid who won the New Jersey 
state pair championship in a field of noted 
players—twenty-one-year-old John Rau and 
eighteen-year-old William K. Barrett. The 
bidding by their opponents was one heart, 
three hearts by the partner, four no trumps 
by the original bidder, a slam invitation 
and then a double by young Barrett. The 
next player, after much study, bid five 
hearts—and there the bidding ended. Seven

odd-tricks were taken easily. Had Barrett 
not doubled, the original bidder would have 
gone to seven hearts after his partner’s call 
of five. Barrett’s hand contained no cards 
better than two jacks, one queen and just 
two little trumps, but his apparently foolish 
double won top score on the hand on his 
side by preventing a grand slam. 


A Law.a Week 


Giving information about the auction— 
During the auction ‘or the contracting, in 
the case of contract), information must be 
given concerning its details. After it is end- 
ed, however, should either adversary wor 
dummy inform his partner regarding any 
detail of the auction, except the contract, 
declarer or either adversary ‘(as the case 
may be) may call a lead the next time it 
is the turn of the offending side to lead. 
At any time during the play any player 
inquiring must be told the final bid and 
whether it was doubled or redoubled; but 
no information may be given as to who 
doubled or redoubled.

Contract Systems 
“How is the straightaway method altered 
when the artificia! forcing bid of two clubs 
is used? 

Most of the devotees of that bid employ 
it to show a hand so rich in probable of- 
fensive tricks that the game is practically 
certain even if his partner possesses a blank 
hand. Whenever one of these players says 
“two clubs” as an originel bid, his message 
to partner is approximately as follows: “I 
am so strong that we a.e virtually sure of 
the game. no matter what you hold. So I 
want you to keep the bidding open until 
we have arrived at a game contract. If your 
hand does not contain at least one ace 
and one king, or else at least two aces, I 


want you to respond with a bid of two dia- 
monds as a denial. If you do possess an 
ace and a king, or two aces, and either of 
those cards is in a suit at least five cards 
long, respond by bidding that suit. If you 
have those cards but neither is in a five- 
card or longer suit, say two no trump. 

“After your first response I will show you 
one of the several declarations for which I 
am strong, the original two-club call not 
having said where my strength is, for I may 
have many or no clubs. After showing you 
the first of my good declarations, you must 
keep the bidding open again, I guaranteeing 
the strength for your bid. To keep it open, 
you should name the declaration immedi- 
ately above the one I have just made, such 
as two spades in response to my two hearts, 
two no trumps in response to my two spades 
or three clubs in response to my two no 
trumps. Thus you will keep it open in the 
cheapest possible way. 

“This gives me a chance to show a sec- 
ond declaration for which I am strong, and 
you must now show your preference be- 
tween them by bidding game in one or the 
other, unless they are the two worst decla- 
rations for your hand, in which event you 


keep the bidding open again for a third 
declaration shower by me, and then take 
your choice. Thus we are sure to arrive at 
a game bid, for which I have guaranteed 
the strength. If it develops also that we 
are strong enough to go on to a slam, % 
course we shall do so in a natural way.” 

When the two-club bid is thus used, all 
other original bids are as in the straight- 
away system, except that an original call 
of four is now used as a pre-emptive bid to 
shut out opponents. It may have no high 
card strength, but must have great length 
in the suit and a total of at least seven 
probable tricks if not vulnerable or eight 
if vulnerable. 

When should you double the opponent's 
“for business”’ instead of going on with your 


own bidding, if you believe your own side 
has a pretty sure game in the cards?

your partner having taken the trick with 
the king, over declarer’s 2, and then having 
returned the 9, on which declarer put the 
queen, what would you play? What if your 
partner had returned the jack and de- 
clarer played the queen? 


This illustrates an important principle of 
defensive play against a no-trump declara- 
tion, as follows—lacking a re-entry in some 
other suit, the original leader should not, as 
a rule, take the second trick in his long 
suit unless he also can take the third trick, 

In the case given, when partner has re< 
turned the 9 and declarer played the queen, 
the outstanding cards of the suit which the 
original leader cannot see are the jack and 
6. It is certain that declarer has the jack, 


for partner should have returned it, his 
highest card, instead of the 9, if he had 
held it. Therefore, if original leader takes 
this second trick with his ace over the de- 
cClarer’'s queen, he will get no more tricks 
in the suis, no matter who has the six, for 
declarer will be able to take the third trick 
with the jack. If, however; he lets de- 
clarer take this second trick, he may run 
the rest of the suit later. In case his part- 
ner has the 6 and manages to take a trick 
in some other suit, which is likely, the 
partner will return bis 6 and original leader 
gets three more tricks in the suit, prevent- 
ing game. 

In the second situation, when partner has 
returned the jack, original leader can afford 
to overtake declarer’s queen, and should do 


so, following with the now good 10. If it 
develops that the declarer holds both the 


9 and the 6, declarer will get the fourth 
trick of the suit, but in that event nothing 
will have been lost, for partner then would 
have been unable to return the suit again 
any way. Hence, when able to take the 
third trick, original leader should take the 
second in such a situation. 


With a sure side entry, the original 
leader generally should take the second 
trick, even if unable to take the third,

Atlanta Naval Reserves 
Go to Sea 


Atlanta’s Naval Reserve Battalion Combines Work HY ith Play 
On Annual Cruise of Two Weeks 


EEP in the heart of every man 
there is a desire to sail the seas, 
to feel the pitch and roll of a 
ship plowing threugh white-fleck- 
ed waves, to enjoy the solitude of far 
stretches of water and the great expanse of 
sky covering the distances like a huge dome 
windowed by the stars. At one time or an- 
other each of us has felt a little of John 
Masefield’s “Sea Fever” and experienced 
that desire to “go down to the seas again— 
the lonely seas and the sky.” 


And every year for a brief two weeks 
hundreds of units of th® United States 


Naval Reserve, manned by young men from 
the offices, the factories, from garages, 
from undertaking establishments and even 
from the ranks of the guards at the Federal 
penitentiary don their “blues” and shoulder 
seabags to depart for the ports of embarka- 
tion. Atlanta's battalion of the United States 
Naval Reserve. with some 110 men and 
nine officers, made that annual cruise this 
year from July 5 to July 20, and during 
that time lived the lives of navy men, going

through the regulation routine. learning 
Seamanship and navigation and getting a 
glimpse of the procedure of the United 
States navy as exemplied by the “regulars” 
on two of the navy’s crack destroyers of the 
Scouting Fleet. 

But it was not. with a view of enabling 
the reserves to see the romantic side of thé 
life of the sea-going man that the cruise 
was made—instead there was a very definite 
purpose in giving these reserves practical 
training on destroyers so that in time cf 


war they would be capable of going aboard 
with the advantage of experience and a 
familiarity with naval terms and practices. 
Contacts with the regular navy officers and 
men are of extreme value to these reserve 
units. They receive not only the practical 
training but there comes to them, naturally, 
a realization of the tremendous work ef 
keeping the fleet efficient, a love for navy 
life, a feeling of patriotism that can be in- 
stilled in no more effective manner, and 
making of these young men and their of- 


ficers better citizens. and more valuable 
residents of their communities. 

Prior to the cruise they have engaged in 
weekly drills at the United States Navul 
Reserve Armory on West Peachtree street 
They have attended classes in all phases 
of seamanship and they have received some 
fundamental lessons in cerrect routine on 
board ship. To be selected to make the 
cruise is considered an honor by each mau 
of the first and second divisions of the At- 
lanta battalion. Efficiency is the standaid 
by which selection is made. Hence the re- 
sulting high standard of the Atlanta bat- 
lalion is a comparative rating with other 
United States Naval Reserve units.

As we came alongside the U. S. S. Hum- 
phreys, in Charleston harbor, a gangplank 
was thrown across to the ship and the second 
division boarded the Humphreys, walked 
across the narrow deck and on board the 
U. S. S. Lawrence. Officers of both ships 
stood at the gangwav assigning the reserves 
to their places. On the U. S. S. Lawrence

was Captain G. W. Haines, commander of 
the Destroyer Division Forty, who had chosen 
io cruise with the Atlanta outfit although 
the remainder of the division was scheduled 
to sail in Florida and Cuban waters. Lieu- 
tenant Commander J. D. Jones was com- 
manding. officer of the Lawrence. The 
executive officer aud navigating officer was 
J. H. Doyle. Lieutenant Sage and Ensign 
E. E. Garcia, engineering and gunnery ol- 
ficers of the Lawrence, were on “topside” 
watching the reserves come aboard. 

Then the first division boarded the VU. 5S. 


S. Humphreys. Lieutenant Commander 
Siewart A. Manahan commanded this ship. 
The executive and navigating officer was 
Lieutenant Henry S. Dunbar—whose home 
is Augusta, Ga. Lieutenant Charles J. Mar- 
shall, the gunnery officer. was at the gang- 
way, since *he had been assigned duties 
as “O. D.” Lieutenant E. W. Armentrout, 
Jr.. the communications officer, and Ensign 
Harold T. Deuterman, engineering officer, 
were observing the incoming Atlantans, 
From here and thetfe over the ship we could 
spot “regulars” giving the reserve boys™he 
“once over” and wondering just how well 
they would fit in. 

In order for the reserves to make the 
cruise approximately half of the compie- 
ment of the ship must be granted leave so 
that there is room for the reserves, Conse- 
quently the reserves take the places of 
those on leave, doing the actual work of the 
regular sailors. Hence the concern on *he 
part of the regulars who were still on board, 


But as the cruise progressed these two 
groups—the regulars and the reserves— 
mixed in an excellent fashion and soon 


the organization of the ship was as smooth 
as any executive officer could require. 

We passed Fort Sumter, that historic 
spot where tRMe first shot of the War Be- 
tween the States was fired. It has a one- 
man garrison now, we were told. Fort 
Moultrie was on our port side. We followed 
the channel] markers and were soon out [to 
sea. The destroyer began its steady roll, 
the engines below throbbing as they made 
the required 180 r. p. m. needed to maintain 
a standard speed of 16 Knots. 

As soon as we hit the sea there were to 
be noted the first cases of seasickness. Some 
of the reserves, making the cruise for the 
first time, had never felt the motion of a 
ship before. One boy confessed later that 
“for a while I was afraid I was going to ‘jie 
—then I was afraid I wasn't going to dic.” 
One reserve, whose name we will withhoid 
in deference to his feelings, gets seasick 
every time he goes on a cruise. He has made 
five or six, but the same feeling returns 
for the first day or two at sea. After a 
while it is all over, but through it all he 
sticks grimly to his post or goes about his 
duties, his face set with determination. 
Some day, he hopes, he will overcome that 
tendency, for he loves the sea in spite cf 
the way it treats him. On the Lawrence, 
Lieutenant Sanders informed us, Wages, a 
second-class seaman, was the prime “dry 
land sailor,” and held the seasickness rec- 
ord “from the crow’s nest to the fantail,” 
followed by Hodges, who was the only man 
to bring a lemon with him and was one of 
the first to patronize the rail. 


During the afternoon, as we cut through 
the water, northbound, scores of seagulls 
accompanied us, niewing as they circled the 
ship watching for bits of food. A school of 
porpoises passed on the starboard side. 
Later we saw scores of flying fish—gliding 
at great speed just above the surface of 
the water. 

From the bridge one gains the naviga- 
tor’s view of sea travel. The most important 
events include the sighting of ships and 
buoys, all important in charting the course. 
The chart in the emergency cabin shows 
the location of each buoy and “light.” When 
these are sighted it is necessary to record 
the time and also the bearing. There is a 
constant check kept on the position of the 
ship and this information is of utmost im- 


portant to the commanding officer. At 
night Lieutenant Commander’ Manahan 


slept in the emergency cabin and reports 
were made to him regularly, as to the posi- 
tion of the ship, the speed, the passing of 


hghtships or lighthouses and other navi- 
gating data. 
“There is something about this life on 


the sea that gets into vour blood.” Lieu- 
tenant Marshall told us’during the time 
he and I were standing watch from 8 
oclock until 12 that first night out at sea. 
With a calm sea, moonlight on the end- 
lessly rolling water, and the light from she 
Lawrence the only object in sight for miles, 
we understood what he meant. His—pipe, 
drawing out many a pleasant remark and 
recalling memory of other cruises, guided 
the conversation to many subjects. We re- 
called the skipper’s story of how the Hector 
went down in 1916, overloaded with coal 
and never was raised. As we had passed the 
spot, the captain pointed it out. 
Something reminded Marshall of the new 
seaman who had been assigned duty in the 
crows nest or lookout. He had been on 
watch four hours and the order was called 
out te him. instructing him to descend, In 
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naval parlance the order was “lay down on 
the lookout.” 

“Lay down hell,” replied the boy, “there’s 
hardly enough room to stand up in this tin 
can.” 

One of the reserves, making his first 
cruise had some ditficulty in distinguishing 
“port” from “starboard” (left and right sides, 
respectively, of a ship). Finally he got 
things straight, then said to the officer: 

“I understand this port and starboard 
stuff, but I'd like to ask one question, if I 
may, sir.” 


“Very well.” the officer replied, “what 
is it?” 
“How come,” the boy demanded, “they 


have portholes on the starboard ‘side?” 
Our watch was relieved at 12 o'clock, cr 
2400 as it is shown in navy time keeping, 
and Lieutenant Mzershall and I went below. 
Jack Blair. of Atlanta. had been on the 
wheel as helmsman and the starboard and 
port watches were stood by J. L. Cowan 
and E. H. Chambers, of the Atlanta reserves. 
Some of the regular signalmen and quar- 
termasters were on duty on the same watch. 
Before long we sighted Cape Charles and 
Cape Henry, historic points in old Virginia. 


We followed the Lawrence through the 
channe!. On our starboard are the chan- 
nel markers, painted red and numbered 


from the sea ints the port. “Red right re- 
turning,” is the phrase sea-going men re- 
member regarding channel markers. Soon 
we are in sight of Old Point Comfort and 


we can see the towers of the Chamber- 
lin-Vanderbilt hotel, off which we _ will 
auchor. 

Old hands hancle the dropping of the 


anchor. The capstan whirls, the anchor digs 
in. 

Soon the Lawience sends out a motor 
launch. It draws alongside and we recog- 
nize Ensign Garcia and Ensign Howell as 
the. officers. Sitting in front of the pro- 
tective canvass, but already well-soaked 
salt water and grinning delightedly 
is “Monk” Johnson, who during everyday 
life hands out keys at the Cox Carlton 
hotel in Atlanta. With Lieutenant Armen- 
trout I board the launch. We have been 
assigned to exchange our movie films for 
some new ones at the naval operating base 
at Hampton Roads, across the bay. 

Our trip takes us to Norfolk, where the 
Streets are crowded with sailors from this 
training base. “Army” has his mind set on 
a juicy steak, so we eat in Norfolk rather 
than return to the ship. A blow arises 
while we are in town and we wait for the 
heavy rain to stov. Eventually the caim 
comes and Armentrout and I leave Will- 
Oughby spit and ferry across to Old Point 
Comfort. -As we board thc ferry we watch

the beautiful play of lightning in the far 
clouds and suddenly strong beams of light 
from the giant searchlights on the Hum- 
phreys and th2 Lawrence play across the 
water. Armentrout expresses fear that there 
has been a man overboard from one of our 
two ships. The brief time required to reach 
Old Point Comfort and the pier from which 
we are to be picked up by a motor launch 
seems hours for we are concerned about the 
searchlight play which continues. 

Finally the motor launch from the Law- 
rence picks us up and we start across 
the very choppy water toward the destroy- 
ers. We have donned life jackets, although 
all of us in the launch are good swimmers. 
The men manning the launch tell us that a 
small wherry has capsized and three men 
from the naval operating base at Hampton 
Roads have been tossed into the water. The 
alert coast guard has picked up two of 
the men and the search is for the third. 
His chances, we remembér, must be very 
slim, for we recall the skipper’s story of the 
shipload of midshipmen of the Academy 
class of 1907, who were all lost when their 
boat overturned in taking them from a 
dance on shore back to their ship. The tide 
and undercurrent are very strong here and 
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only through a stroke of good fortune can 
a man be saved. ° 

We sight a dark object in the water. 
Armentrout orders the coxswain to steer 
for it. Our hopes are raised—it may be the 
missing man. But it proved to be only a 
cardboard box floating along with the cur- 
rent. We proceed to the Humphreys. Ensign 
Deuterman is awaiting us and expresses 
relief at our safe return. “Benny” Coop 
and T. J. Wilson, of the Atlanta reserves, 
are manning the searchlight, which con- 
tinues to play over the surface of the water 
just ahead of the coast guard boat. Small 
boats had set out from both the Lawrence 
and Humpheys to aid in the search—one 
had motor trouble and was towed back to 
the ship. There is nothing we can do, so we 
turn in. 

Monday morning, and we await the ar- 
rival of the barge with ammunition to be 
stowed away until time for our actual fir- 
ing run, using the four-inch guns. Reports 
that the lost man of last night’s tragedy 
has not been found-—but his flattened life 
jacket was picked up-—-it was floating on 
the surface of the water in mute evidence 
of his surrender to the treacherous waters 
of Hampton Roads

where the Maine sank. The Texas was once 
a member of the famous “Flying Squadron’ 
—Wwhich made 12 knots an hour. Speed has 
increased on the sea since those days. The 
Humphreys and Lawrence make 16 knots 
and are capable of making as high as 33 
knots, 

When the old Texas was sunk she was 
fired upon by guns of all calibre, from 
practically every ship in the fleet. A cat 
and a rooster were left aboard so that re- 
action on gunfire could be noted, but both 
were dead, either from shock or flying 
Shells. The sinking of the Texas was to 
many of these navy men a sight really 
touching their feelings. It was as if an old 
friend had been betrayed and shot without 
warning. The Texas, a grim man-o-war, 
had had about her almost as much of an 
aura of personality as ahy animate ob- 
ject. 

Tuesday morning at 8 o'clock we have 
weighed anchor anc are under way—sailing 
up Chesapeake Bay. Again there is gunnery 
practice for the reserves under the direction 
of Lieutenant Tucker. Short range battie 
practice always referred to as “S. R. B. P.” 
is a complicated procedure and must be 
handled smoothly. so as much practice as 
possible is given before the actual firing 
of the guns. 

Throughout the cruise one is impressed 
with the fact that there is no place for the 
seamen to sit down on the deck and after 
mentioning this to Lieutenant Marshall he 
informs us that an old Bo’sun’s mate had 
used that point as the theme of his book, 
entitled “Four Years of Standing Up and 
Lying Down.” Gunnery practice in the 
aiternoon again and before long we re- 
ceive the flag signals from the Lawrence 
to prepare to anchor. It is remarkable how 
much information and how many orders 
can be transmitted by running up a series 
ot flags and pennants. Where longer mes- 
Sages are used semaphore is used, while at 
night “blinkers” are employed Throughout 
the cruise the Lawrence and Humphreys 
“talked” many times by means of these 
Speedy signals. 

Every man on hand at general quarters 
Wednesday morning in clean white uni- 
iorms for today we are due to visit the 
United States Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
We*first sight the six tall radio towers 
and then the famous Bancroft hall. where 
the officers on board spent four strenuous 
but delightful years. Lieutenant Commander

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“For God's Sake, Come In! There's a Baby Coming. We Can't Get No Doctor!” 


ey om EVENTEEN years ago, on the 
one estate of a certain lady ‘of Bed- 
‘fm a ford Hulls, N. Y., four laboring 

“yi men murdered a fifth laboring 


Ly They did it with guns, in broad day- 
light, from ambush—in cold blood. Motive, 
robbery. The four were southern Europeans. 
Their victim was a young American of the 
old stock, Sam Howell by name—a man 
respected and liked in the community. 


About this crime nothing was rare save 


its outcome. Assaults and robberies com- 
mitted upon helpless folk had, with other 
violent crime, become increasingly frequent 
in our rural regions, paralleling in increas® 
the undersirable element in our foreign pop- 
wlation and the availability of motor cars 
both for peneration and for quick get- 
aways. But. such robberies had not, as a 
rule, ended in murder, for the reason that 
the person attacked had accepted the man- 
date of superior force and handed over the 
valuables demanded. 

There had, of course, been exceptions-— 
that, for example, of Walker Adams, post- 
master and storekeeper of Bedford Hills 
village, who. with native gallantry, laid 
down his life in defense of the government 
funds lodged in his safe; just as, now, Sam 
Howell, unarmed. carrying his employer's 
cash, died rather than surrender a trust. 

But these two were Quixotes. 


And now, to some persons’ way of think- 
ing, arose a third Quixote in the same com- 
munity—the woman whose fields had dfunk 
Howell's blood. 


“Sam was only a laboring man,” his mates 
told her, bitterly, on the day of the killing: 
“You'll forget him in a month's time. Those 


things happen because people like you al- 
ways forget people like us.” 

.But, in thus reckoning from past experi- 
ence, they reckened without thrir host. She 
neither could nor would forget. 

The immediate sequels of that murder, 
whose details may be spared here, consti- 
tuted an epitome ci proof that the ordinary 
citizen of rural New York had little or no 
protection under the law. The oid sheriff- 
constable system, well suited to the needs 
of a small and orderly British colony, had 
become a tragic anachronism in our poly- 
glot modern state. Criminals snapped their 
fingers at it, and the patient country folk 
had long since ceased to look to it as a 
shield against such birds of prey as beset 
them. Robbery, burglary, rape—ine felon 
struck at will and flashed away in his.-car, 

while the goed old constable gasped and the 

sheriff gazed heiplessiv after, checked by a 
cloud of dust on his county boundary. 
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“These things happen because people like 


vou forget people like us.” said Howell's 
fellow laborers, with terrible truth. 
“Not this time. That boy's sacrifice must 


bear fruit,” silentiv vowed the woman—and 
from that hour knew no other interest until 


the fruit was gleaned. 
So began, thus inspired and thus sus- 
gained, a campaign aimed to awaken the 


state as a whole to examine its own posi- 
tion. Limited in the first two years, it 
gradually gained field and impetus until 
both city and county press was pushing the 
debate, until elements opposed to change 
were loudly protesting, and until citizens 
committees all over the commonwealth were 
actively agitating, from every angle, on the 
oné hand the people’s needs, and, on tne 


other, the idea of a new non-political rural 
police force having state-wide powers and 
existing to extend the state’s protection ‘to 
all its rural inhabitants, however remote or 
poor or sequestered. An crganization was 
formed to push the campaign. Dr. Lewis 
Rutherford Morris was chairman of its ex- 
ecutive commiitee. Colone! Henry L. Stim- 
son, William Church Osborn and Joseph H. 
Choate composed the legal committee. Ex- 
President Roosevelt, Major General Leon- 
ard Wood, George Eastman and Oswald G. 
Villard were among the active friends of 
the movement. 

So it happened, first, that all New York 
state came truly and clearly to Know what 
it wanted, and, second, that the bill to cre- 
ate a state police force, when it reached a 
vote in Albany, carried behind it a popular 
pressure more imperative than had often 
been felt in the chambers of that legisla- 
ture, 

1917, this bill law. To 
and command the new force the 

appointed Coijionel George F. 
Chandler, of Kingston. In September, 1917, 
the New York state troopers took the fieid 
to justify or discredit their own existence. 

Two hundred and fifty-six strong, they 
were divided into four troops, with head- 
quarters at Albany and with troop head- 
quarters in the centers of four main sec- 
tions of the state. Each troop immediately 
threw out substations at key points in .ts 
territory, and from these substations,-which 
were in constant telephonic communication 
with headquarters, patro!s, using horses, 
motor cars or motorcycles. rode through the 
country.

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with the full rights and powers of a peace 
officer to make arrests anywhere within the 
state’s boundasies.

And, from the close 
yet inclusive network of the organization, 
coupled with that complete and synchron- 
ized teamwork made possible by central 
command, the rural state, once the new 
force found itself, might hope for a degree 
of protettion approaching its just require- 
ments. : 
But— + 


Might hope. 
Would it get it? ‘! 
Now at this point may I who write be 


pardoned for introducing the personal note? 


The woman on whose estate Sam Howell 
was murdered—the woman who took up the 
bitter challenge of his mates—‘“people like 
you always forget people like us’”—and car- 
ried that challenge through years of heavy 
labor to final victory—that woman, Miss 
M. Moyca Newell, was my closest friend, 
Presumably through that circumstance I 
have’ often been credited with the work 
that she accomplished; and I have long aee 
sired to shift the credit whither it belongs. 

Naturally, however, my hearty sympathy 
was enlisted throughout. And in the course 
of contributing such help as I was able, it 
fell to my lot to gc to Pennsylvania, there 
to make, for the use of New York. a full 
report on the Pennsylvania state police, if, 
perchance, that body might prove the de< 
sired prototype. 


Perhaps inevitably, the result of an in« 
terest so prolonged joined to case knowl-« 
edge of the magnificent record of Pennsyl< 
vania, made of me one of the most exact< 
ing critics of the new force's achievements, 
Farmers who had opposed its formation as 
a useless tax breeder presently altered their 
position in face of experience. Sheriffs and 
local police who had resented the innova- 
tion, fearing lest it supplant them or de<- 
prive them of fees, abandoned their fears 
on finding them groundless. Labor organi-< 
zations who had fought the creation of 
what they branded in advance “a strike- 
breaking weapon forged by capitalists,” 
themselves soon learned to call upon the 
new state department; for they found that 
theugh it permitted no rioting—no destruc- 
tion of life or property—and tolerated no 
disrespect, it “broke” no strikes and with an 
equal hand insured fair play. But through 
all these conversions I remained unsatisfied, 
I wanted perfection from the first, perfec- 
tion born full panoplied, like Minerva 
springing from the brain of Jove. 

But the god-like birth did not occur. In 
the initial appointments, alike of officers 
and men, some inistakes were made: and 
these misfits, before they could be identi- 
fied and weeded out, made certain blots on 
the record. Also, with all its law, its human 
nature and its statescraft to learn, with 
all its tradition and its. esprit de corps :.o 
build, and with all the infinitely varied 
needs of the people to analyze and then to 
find how best. to seryve—with all this work 
to do, the young force had a long road to 
sight the goal that ambition fixed for it. 

Of late, however, the New York organiza-« 
tion having passed its twelfth vear—the age 
of Pennsylvania's torce at the period when 
it first comma 
forth, between hope and fear, to see what 
had come to pass. And now I shall attempt 
some general account of things discovered, 

First of all, 
the New York state 
things seen on Long Island or in Westé- 
chester county, where the flood of traffic 
to and from the metropolis so largely de- 
mands and absorhs the attention of Troop 
K. have little idea either of the force as a 
whole or of the state it serves. 

Turn, for example, to the far 


those whose impressions of 


troopers rest upon 


northeast, 


where B. troop guards the peace of six 
counties. From B troop headquarters can 
be seen the St. Lawrence river, with tie 


Canadian shore beyond. No need to descant 
at length on border-bred police work. Suf- 
fice it to say that such work is rough, dan- 
gerous and varied, calling for shrewdness, 
skill, courage and much physical endurance; 
that it includes such items as the preven- 
tion of smuggling of everything, from aico- 
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hol to aliens—and that most of it is con- 
fined to the season of open reads. 

But when winter sets :n, when the snow 
lies so deep that main roads are rolled, not 
dug, and one lurch off the path means 
being haif buried or hopelessly stuck; when 
back roads are passable only on snow- 
shoes or by horse; and when the mercury 
takes permanent cover in the base of the 
tube—then the border strain silackens, but 
human Gemands increase. 


These northern counties are sparsely 
settled. Villages are small and widely sepa- 
rated. Over broad areas ionely farms and 
isolated cabins house the only inhabitants, 
who, in the long and bitter winters, suffer 
distress in many forms. Trooper patrols, 
therelore, as they wade through the drifts, 
from time to time seek out all such lonely 
dwellings to see if help is required. And 
that help they supply in many ways. 

“For God's sake, some in!”’—thus a grav- 
lipped young farmer, last winter, to the 
snow-covered trooper who fought through 
to his door. “For God's sake, come in! 
There's a baby coming. We can't get no 
woman. We can't get no doctor. We've 
never had a baby before. She's awful sick. 
I don’t know how to help her. And I'm all 
alone!” 

The trooper entered as bid. He turned 
to and helped as best he could. All went 
well. Mother and baby prospered. 

Now, does this sound a fanciful story? 
Think again, then. of the picture: a little 
log house—no other human dwelling within 
miles—no docter or other woman within 
possible reach—-no telephone—roads empty 
of passers. buried in snow up te a horse's 
belly—a young wife in labor with her first 
child—her young husband, ignorant of ways 
and means, utterly terrified and quite alon-. 
A knock at the doer unhoped-for as sun- 
Shine at midnight—a friend, dropped out of 
the blue, just to be a friend, whatever the 
trouble afoot—a friend -vho, though he may 
never have seen a childbirth before, has at 
least helped colts and puppies into the 
world, and is, above ali, strong in common 
sense and humanity. 

Sometimes it is human kind who are sick 
or hurt: sometimes the horse, the cow, the 
pig—these precious assets. No dector, 20 
veterinarian being within call—again the 
patrol is the life-saver. Little wender that 
the performers of service so diverse possess 
the hearts and the faith of their public. 

“What do our troopers mean to me?” re- 
peated one woman, answering my question. 
“Well, I'll pyt it this way: In my house I've 
had a telephone extension put im upstairs. 
And I tell my little girls whenever I have 
to go away for an hour—If anything 
frightens vou—a tramp or a fire or any- 
thing at all, and you happen to be upstairs, 
don't you wait to run down. You jump for 
this telephone and you say: “I want the 
state troopers.”’” 


Or take. again, the implication of a re- 
cent incident in St. Lawrence county: A 
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well-to-do farmer, on his deathbed, sent for 
a state trooper—any trooper who might 
come. When the young officer entered the 
sickroom he found the local lawyer present, 

“Good! Now we can get to business,” 
sighed the dying man. “I want to make my 
will. But I’ve seen many a will go wrong 
through lawyer language doing what never 
was meant by them that died. Now, law<- 
yer, you go ahead and write. But, trooper, 
you know law and you've got good sense, 
besides. So I want you should watch every 
last jot he puts dcwn. And when he's done 
I want your word whether there's any kinks 
slipped into it, or whether it really does fix 
up my property good and fast the way I 
want. When you tell me that, trooper, I'll 
sien and rest easy, and not before.” 


“I try to make my troop hard to stay in,” 
says Captain Broadiield, B troop command- 
er. “I take recruits as sent me. But these 
that last are good. When Dannemora broke 
loose we had forty men on the spot within 
an hour and a half. Thirteen hundred riot- 
ing convicts were then massed in the yards. 
I asked my men for ten volunteers to £0 
in and tackle the riot. And every one of 
the forty was like a hound on the leash, 
pulling to go. Up te that moment, maybe. 
I had never quite known just how good my 

If the Dannemora affair had happened in 
a commonwealth possessing no state police 
1300 comvicts, before militia could have 
been mobilized, might have been let loose 
that day. 

Equally, of the Auburn affair of July 28, 
19298, it seems probable that, but for the 
almost immediate arrival of the state troonp- 
ers the cofvicts weuld have murdered most 
of the guards and that the civilians on the 
walls would have murdered most of the 
convicts. As it was, eight men of D troop, 
walking inte a milling crowd of well over 
one thousand prisoners armed with re- 
volvers, machine gums and knives, reduced 
them to order and obedience without the 
firing by the trecpers of one shot. 

And although in both instances the con- 
duct of officers and men passed praise, it is 
fair io point out that it was the conduct 
not of picked men but of the run of the 
force. 


D troop watches over eleven counties, It 
keeps a register of every automobile and 
owner in all the eleven, and keeps it daily 
up to date. Few local police departments 
could bear the expense of such an effort. 
But the ensuing saving, to counties, state 
and nation, immensely outweighs the cost. 

D troop headquarters, at Oneida, sits 
squarely on the cross-state gateway route 
for stolen cars, and utilizes to the full its 
commanding position. “We know the land 
and they don’t,” says D troop with a smile, 
as, from attempted loops and byways, it 
daily pulis the thieves. 

Major crimes—murder, rape, arson, kid- 
naping, bank breaking, forgerv, burglary— 
occur in rural New York and are dealt with 
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by the state troopers vith growing el- 
ficiency. But the day-by-day need of the 
rurai millions is for sheer personal friend- 
ship—friendship in the innumerable, un- 
nameable viciesituces of life outcropping as 
the skein uawinds from fate’s spindle. And 
this friendship. kindly. wise. human, backed 
by the state’s full authority, without price 
and without concition. the rural millions 
get teday from their gray-clad protectors. 

As you move, fo- example, about C troop’s 
territory—the big southern tier of counties 
—you cannot but notice the attitude of the 


people as a whole toward the gray uni- 
form. At the passing of the patrol the 
woman at the cottage window looks up 
from her sewing with a smile and a nod; 
the children in the schoolhouse yard ware 
their hands and rush down to the read with 
joyful greetines: the farmer bringing his 
herd home from pasture puts an unmis- 
takable tone of old good will into his 
“Thank you. Bob.” or “Much obliged, 
trooper” as the patrol swerves and slows 
down for the cattle’s sake. 

You find the record of a household half 
mad with fear over the sudden and myste- 
rious disappearance of the farmer's little 
daughter, a child of fourteen. The farmer 
asks the troopers’ aid. The troopers attack 
the mystery. In a brief interval they dis- 
cover that the girl has been abducted; they 
trace her to a Canadian citv and to the 
den in which she is held; they bring her 
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back to her own people. Such an act makes 
friends. 

You find records of terrifying outbreaks 
of incendiarism—of barns bursting inte 
flame in the dark of the night, of al the 
season's hay and grain consumed and of 
scores of horses and cattle destroyed. But 
then vou hear that, like thunder after 
lightning. C. troop has “got the man”; 
that “C troop is fatal to firebugs.” And 
that fact, too, makes friends.

companies and six banks. 

But equally vou find, in a smaller paper,

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ht N the night of June 8, 1929, there 
was committed a homicide which 
4 will very likely go down in history 
as one of the major atrocities of 
our times. This was the killing of Henry 
Virkkula, a peaceful citizen of Big Fails, 
Minn., by Emmet J White, a United States 
customs officer, as the Virkkulas—fathoer, 
mother and two children—were driving 
homeward after a visit to Duluth. 

The case, from its ghastly beginning to 
its equally ghastly end, ts of a class with 
the senseless killing of Jacob Hanson, ol 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., and like the Hanson 
atrocity gives us a rather terrifying insig?ft 
into the fiendish fanaticism of prohibition. 

Virkkula was the victim of a system of 
morality enforcement that had been de- 
vised and put into operation by the govern- 
ment itself, but if he had been mistakingly 
lynched by a mob of aroused citizens, the 
tragedy could hardly have been more fright- 
ful. 

He was innocent of any crime, but it 
happened that the officer had been ordered 
te shoot if a car failed to stop and he 
shot—though a bit too high. The hail 
of lead tore through the rear of the car, 
a few inches from the children sleeping on 
the back seat and floor, and blew Virkkuia 
into eternity. 

Officer White said he was serry; of 
course he hadn't meant to kill any one; 
he had aimed at the tires and gasoline 
tank: he had merely been trying to carry 
out the instructions of his superiors. 

And what happened then? Can't you 
guess? Would we be destroying any ele- 
ment of suspense if we were to mention 
here that the distressed government already 
partially consumed by the Frankenstein 
monster it had created, saw to it that White 
went free? After all, what else could the 
federal authorities do? We could not ex- 
pect the government to betray one of :ts 
own trigger-men just because of a slight 
misiudement in the operation of a riot 
gun. We might as well expect a high gov- 
ernment official to cut off the hand that 
Siens these death-dealinge orders. 
Regarded as Quict, Heme-Leving Citizen. 

Henry Virkkula. 38 years old. was born 
in Michigan, the son of a farmer. He had 
knocked around the country quite a iot, 
returned to his old community, married a 
Finnish girl, and settied in Duluth, where 
he owned a rooming house. Later he ran 
a hotel in International Falis, where ais 
parents lived, and finally, several years ago, 
opened a small lunch counter business in 
Bie Falls. His two children were Bernice 
Elaine, 8, and Marie Alice, 19. He was 
regarded as a quiet, home-loving citizen. 

Early in June, 1929, the family left Big 
Falls in Virkkula’s 1924 Packard touring 
car. They were in Duluth two days. visit- 
ing and shopping. stopped at Evelieth, 
Minn.. where Virkkulea paid his dues in the 
Odd Fellows, and then went on te Lake 
J abetocama, where they arranged to take 
a cottage for a week's vacation beginning 
the fellowing Monday. 

The family reached International Falis 
ebeut 9 o'clock the evening of June 8 and 
calied on their cousin, Victor Johanson. They 
were asked to stay the night tut decided 
mot te—Mrs. Virkkula had some washing 
to do and lois of things to get ready for

Henry Virkkula Slain by a Custom

Home With His Wife and Daughters

home at 9:45, and started back for Big 
Falls. 

Virkkula was driving, his wife sat in the 
front seat beside him, the two little gir!s 
occupied the rear. The children were tired 
and sleepy. Bernice went to sleep on the 
back seat and Alice curied up on some 
blankets and sweaters on the floor. Virk- 


kula himself was rather worn out, for he 
was not a healthy man, and the car was 
no longer an easy one to drive. Moreover, 
the lights were in poor condition. 

Two miles beyond Littlefork, Minn., and

more than 25 miles from the Canadian 
border, Henry Virkkula met his death, 


We will quote from the official report 
of Officer White, a recruit in the customs 
service, as made to his superior, N. A. Lind- 
erberg, at Duluth: 

“On Saturday, June 8, 1929, Inspector 
E. V. Servine and I were parked in a drive- 
way about two or three miles south of 
Littlefork on number 4. About 11:30 p. m, 
a Packard touring car with a glass en- 
closure on it came from the direction of 
Littlefork. Inspector Servine took a sign 
bearing the words ‘Stop—vU. S. Officers’ and 
stood out in the road to stop the car. I 
stood about 100 feet behind him with a 
shotgun. 

“The car continued on its course. In- 
spector Servine had to step out of its way 
in order to avoid being hit by it. I heard 
Inspector Servine holler, ‘Hey, stop!’ but 
the car continued to where I was standing, 
and I also had to jump out of its road. 

“As the car passed me I fired into the 
ground alongside it. It continued and I 
fired into the ground behind it. It con- 
tinued and I fired two more shots at the 
wheels, hoping to cripple the tires. The 
car continued 85 to 40 feet and ran into a 
ditch. 

“TI heard a scream and came to the car 
on the run, throwing the left door open, l 
asked, ‘Anyone hurt?’ and the woman said, 
‘You killed him.’ The driver was slumped 
over against his wife and there was blood 
on his face, but I did not think he was 
dead.” 

White said he summoned Servine and 
with the help of a resident the wounded 
man was bundled into the federal officers’ 
car and hurried toe a hospital at Interna- 
tional Falls, where Virkkula was pro- 
nounced dead. Two bullets had entered 
the base of the neck, almost severing the 
spinal column and a third had entered the 
back below the left shoulder, passed under 
the heart and through the chest. 

The following was found in the car: 

Children’s shoes in the pockets of the 
door, a paper sack with a pair of socks 
and two wine glasses, a bottle of tincture 
of iodine, and several empty bottlés that 
had contained soda pop. 

In the national capital, Representative 
Schafer, a wet republican of Wisconsin, 
voiced a indignant protest and demanded 
that the government “put these murderers 
where they belong.” 

He pointed out to the house of represen- 
tatives that, according to newspaper ac-

Representative William A. Pittinger, of 
Minnesota, sent a letter to Attorney General 
Mitchell stating that the dry killings had 
reached the proportions of a national 
scandal and demanding that the Virkkula 
case be thoroughly investigated. 

Inspector Servine. questioned at the 
coroner’s inquest by County Attorney David 
Hurlburt, of Koochiching county, testified 
that the officers had received orders to 
shoot at cars that failed to stop at their 
command. 

@. Are these orders printed? A. I don't 
know. 

Q@. Where did you get your orders? A. 
I never received them. 

Other Patrolmen Got Verbal Orders. 

Q. The firing of a gun at an automobile 
is a matter assumed by the patrolmen them- 
selves? A. The other patrolmen have re- 
ceived these verba! orders. 

Q@. Would you give an instance? A. 
Both the new men, White and Ammerman, 
have received them. 


Q. From whom? a. Deputy Collector 
of Customs N. A. Linderberg. 

@. Have you ever carried a gun in con- 
nection with your patrol work? A. Yes. 

Q. Would it be your opinion that in 2 
case similar to this vou would be justified 
in shooting at the car? <A. Yes. 

@. Are you trained in the use of fire- 
arms in connection with your work? A. 
One of the regulafions of the service is that 
men shall have six months’ experience in a 
combat unit of the army or experience In 
police work, or as a sheriff, Texas Rangers, 
or State Constabulary of Pennsylvania. 

@. Are the officers of vour department 
instructed relative to methods of shooting 
at a car? A. Yes. 

Q@. What are the general instructiogs 
given you? A. A car refusing to stop when 
the signal is given, we are to shoot with 
an effort to dismantle the car, the tires, 
gas tank, or radiator. We are authorized 
to shoot to injure a person in case he is 
attempting to injure us, if we assume he is 
trying to injure us. 

Was any injury attempted by Virk- 
kula? A. Well, he attempted to run over 
us, at least I interpret it that way. 

@. At the time you were upholding the 
sign containing the words “fitep—vU. 3S. 
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What Has Happened to Justicer 


Officers,” and he ran past you, how many 
feet were you apart? A. I was about four 
feet away. 

@. He had slowed down somewhat? A. 
Yes. 

Q@. Can you estimate the speed? A, 
From eight to ten miles an hour. 

@. Do I understand you correctly when 
I say that you are instructed to fire on 
individuals when they offer resistance to 
arrest? A. That word resistance, what do 
you mean? 

Q@. Running over you. A. Yes. 

Q. You would prevent them from pass- 
ing by firing on them if necessary? A. 
Yes. 

Mrs. Selma Virkkula, the widow, told of 
the visit to Duluth and other places and 
then went on to relate her version of the 
tragedy. She said she noticed a sign, put 
didn’t hear any one shout because of the 
noise of the motor. 

@. Did you say anything to your hus- 
band as you appreached the sign? A. No, 

Q. Do you remember when you passed 
the sign? A. Yes. 

Q@. Remember how many men were 
there? A. No—well, I seen the man there 
when we passed the sign. I didn’t see the 
man before that. 

Q. Did they say anything to vou? A, I 
didn’t hear. 

Q@. After you passed the sign, what hap- 
pened? A. Before we passed the signal I 
figured the hind wheels were at the sibnal 
-—I heard the shooting. 

Q. Did you say anything to your hus- 
band after that shot? A. No, I got excited, 

Q. Was there more than one shot? A. 
I couldn’t tell how many. 

@. Did you say anything to your hus- 
band? A. When we got to the edge I said, 
“Don’t drive in the ditch.” He didn't 
answer me and just then he fell. He was 
leaning across the seat and he fell behind 
me. 

In the national capitai, Senators Thomas 
D. Schall and Herdrik Shipstead, of Minne- 
sota, added their voices to the demand for 
a full investigation of the tragedy, and 
Representative I’. H. Le Guardia, of New. 
York, pointed out that ‘he division was no 
longer between wets and rrys but between 
peace and civil war. The killing of Virk- 
kula had brought the total of killings by 
dry agents to 63. 

The prohibition directors, however, steod 
by the accused man. 

Seymour Lowman, assistant to Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon, stated that White 
had acted within his authority under the 
law and had a “perfect defense.” He as- 
serted that if the officer were to be in- 
dicted in the local courts a motion would 
be made at once to transfer the case to the 
federal court of that district. Under no 
circumstances, he added, would the dry of- 
ficers be disarmed. 

Naturally, feeling ran high in the border 
communities. The city council of Inter-

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V’ould You Take Mary Lennett 
~ Risks Life Daily Calmly As A

‘i HE was slender and blonde and 
gracious. She had the slim hands of 
an artiste and the clear, cool eyes 
of a thinker. Over her white-clad 
shoulder, Margaret. the dancing horse she 
ridés so beautifully, was carrying on an 
animated conversation with her. On the pay- 
roll of Ringling Brothers-Barnum & Bailey’s 
circus she answers to the name of Mary 
Lennett, rider. 

In the world of the circus she is considered 
a very brave woman. For Mary Lennett, di- 
rect descendant of Giles Corey, pressed to 
death in Old Salem for refusing to plead to 
the charge of witchcraft tn 1692, followed 
Lucia Zora, billed as “the Bravest Woman 
in the World,” and rode Old Snyder, the 
biggest elephant in captivity, which later 
ran amuck because he disliked his keeper, 
and was executed, after nearly wrecking the 
circus. 

Zora’s act with Old Sr.vder made circus 
history. Zora trained the big bull—all ele- 
phants are bulls in circus language—to walk 
upon -his hind legs carrying her on his 
tusks. It was, and still is, considered one 
of the most daring elephant acts ever at- 
tempted. She accomplished it after months 
of training, helped by the fact that Old 
Snyder had a great affection for her. 

: Elephants Like Kittens. 

When Zora retired from the circus it was 
Mary Lennett who took over her job with 
Old Snyder. Miss Lennett was of circus ‘stock, 
the niece of Lew Sells, of Fourpaugh and 
Sells Brothers fame. She had been practically 
brought up on the circus lot. To her ele- 
phants were as nice and*as desirable as pets 
as are kittens to the ordinary child. 


So she started in to get acquainted with- 
Old Snyder. Elephants, however, are peculiar 
creatures. They resent changes in their train- 
ers, sometimes to the extent of committing 
murder when new ones come on the job. Old 
Snyder missed Fred Alispaw, Zora’s husband. 
who had been his tavorite keeper for years. 
He longed again for. the presence of Zora, 
who had quite won his actor’s heart. How 
he could have failed to appreciate Mary 
Lennett is, frankly, a very black mark against 
his bump of appreciation, but he did not like 
the idea of having her usurp Zora’s place. 

Under such circumstances most girls, or 
men either, for that matter, would have 
rejected with thanks any further opportuni- 
ties of working in close contact with the 
giant performer. Not Mary Lennett. Circus 
folks are courageous folk. And she was born 
of the circus. She persevered. It is a trait 
of hers that is still with her, witness the fact 
that she is now. trainer-in-chief of the show's 
zebras, the most difficult animals alive to 
manage, of which more later. 

Into the ring with Old Snyder she went 
twice daily. And there, in the awed silence 
of the watching thousands, she stood, a slen- 
der, commanding figure before the mountain 
of flesh that towered high above her head. 
With one sweep of his mighty trunk he 
could annihilate her, and she knew it. So 
did he. And, as it transpired, he had it in 
his mind to do just that. 

Old Snyder Acts. 

That trunk was all you had to watch out 
for where Old Snyder was concerned. He had 
no desire to trample on you. For Old Snyder 
was what is known as a sapper, that is to 
say, he depended on his trunk as his chief 
weapon of defense and offense. 

It made an impressive picture. Zora was a 
big woman, powerfully built, looking every 
inch a trainer. Miss Lennett was, by com- 
parison, a tiny person. The very audacity of 
such a seeming mite to stand against a giant 
like Old Snyder made the public gasp. 

Up would go that massive head. Keen and 
clear-cut as a rapier-thrust would come the 
spoken command. That huge head would 


shake. Then slowly, down would come that 
menacing trunk. One backward step, one 
evidence of fear or indecision and another 
circus tragedy would have been written into. 
the already long record. 

Slowly the huge trunk would curl around 
Mary Lennett’s slender waist. Another clear- 
spoken command. The trunk would lift her 
high in the air. Up, up and then, she would 
gain her position 6f his huge tusks. Another 
command brought the giant beast up on his 
hind legs and the long, dangerous journey 
from the center ring, past the reserved seat 
section, past the blues, as the admission seats 
are always known as, and out through the 
connection, the canvas lane that joins the 
big top with the managerie, would begin. 

For two wéeks all went well. Miss Lennett 
knew that she was an unwelcome passenger. 
She knew that every.«time that trunk coiled 
about her waist it was a case of whose will 


power would prevail. If Old Snyder won, 


she would never reach his tusks. If she won, 
all would be well, until the next perform- 
ance. ? 

One day, half way down the long stretch 
from the ring, it happened. Her victory won 
for the moment, she was riding the tusks 
and taking her bows as the crowd roared 
its approval of this unusual feat. 

Threw Her. 

Out of the ring and into the track had 
passed the giant pachyderm with its dainty 
rider swaying high in the air. Down the 
track, one careful step after another. Then, 
Old Snyder went into action. That powerful 
trunk curled about Mary Lennectt’s slender 
form. Powerless to protect herself, her ribs 
all but crushed by the force of the animal's 
grip, the spangled form rose toward the top 
of the tent. There, poised for a second, Old 
Snyder held her. Below, stretching around 
the big track, tier on tier of frightened faces 
peered up. The equestrian director’s ever 
ready whistle sounded . .

again she. reported ready to start right in © 


where she left off.:The circus management, 


however, had other ideas. Reserved seats cost ~ 


money, and anyhow, she might kill a cus- 
tomer the next time she became a human 


projectile. At least, that’s her story. Truth - 


to tell she was too good a performer to risk 
loosing through the whim of an elephant 


who just wouldn’t appreciate his good fortune 


in having so nice a trainer. 


Now you will see her doing her stuff with 


a herd of zebras. And if you think this is a 
mild way of éarning a living compared to 
riding elephants, you just don’t know zebras. 
They are the cussedest animals in creation, 
if you are to take the word of veteran circus 
people for it. And they’ve got a more power- 
ful. kick than any of the most potent anti- 
Volstead concoctions discovered to date. 
The two zebra herds now with the big 
show were both broke and trained by Mary 
Lenpett. She has had them since coltdom, 


if that is what a punk of the zebra family 


is called. Anything of immature age about 
a circus is called a punk, be he man or 
oeast, by the way. 


You train them, according to the resource-: 


ful Mary, just the way you train your hus- 
band. Which may, or may not be entirely 
complimentary. The lady herself went circus- 
wise, which means completely silent, when 
the point was pressed further.

Are All Males. 

The herd that Miss Lennett han- 
dles is composed-entirely of males, 
the most vicious of zebra sexes. It 
takes nerve to handle them in pub- 
public, and only a goldfish in his 
private life exceeds in publicity the 
position of a circus’ performer. 
Three sturdy whips accompany Miss Lennett 
into the ring. And frequently she has to use 
them. Once while.she was Straining . every 
nerve to keep her unruly subject under con- 
trol a@ representative of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals approached 
the ring and demanded that she stop using 
her whip. 

Miss Lennett, with the skill born of long 
practice, ducked a barrage of swiftly flying 
heels that, had they struck their intended 
mark, would have left her headless on the 


turf, and stepped outside the ring curb to 
discuss the matter. 


“I tell you what I'll do, Mister,” she pro- 


posed. “You go ahead into the ring and han- 
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die those mules without a whip. If you sues

Lives in Trunk. 

Typical of the circus is Mary Lennett, un- 
assuming and modest. She lives, like all cir- 
cus folk, in her trunk, as the saying is. She 
dresses, once the show is over, in black. It 
sets off her personality and one is heartless 
enough to believe that she knows it. 

Like all animal trainers, she possesses a 
curious kind of quiet power. It is misleading, 
unless you understand the breed. Her voice 
is low, clear, pregnant with purpose. She 
moves with a sureness and grace that is dis- 
tinctive. 

Twice daily, for 


Varying periods of time, 
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tempt to rescue the attendant from what 
seemed like certain destruction as he at- 
tempted to lead the circus convict up to the 
ronnection.

she takes her life in hand. True, she is no 
longer an elephant woman. She has mastered 
them, so far as elephants can be mastered, 
and is trying her hand at other problems. 
Elephants, it may be well to remember, are 
individualists. They submit but never sur- 
render. 


Now she’s riding menage, on her two be- 
loved horses, Margaret and Johnnie, in addi- 
tion to handling her herd of zebras. And if 
you think a circus rider has a less dangerous 
job than an animal trainer, you don’t Know 
your circus. You are riding a new lot each 
day, a lot subject to the many changes of 
weather. Some lots are firm and hard, af- 
fording good footing for your horse. Some are 
soft and muddy. Some are treacherous. Rain 
or shine, good going or bad, you do your act 
just the same. 


Is Dangerous Career. 


It takes fighting stock to do it, but circus 
folk are that kind of stock. You ride, sur- 
rounded by some 16,000 people when the big 
top is sold out, and it frequently is, around 
an arena that is a veritable forest of quarter 
poles, and swinging ropes, forming the sup- 
ports of the rigging of the aerialists and the 
huge nets that are spread beneath them as 
they work. It is small wonder:that the riders 
are known as the aristocrats of the circus. 
They rank first, forming the circus nobility. 

A carelessly thrown pop bottle, a flying 
bit of paper, a bursting balloon, thosq are 
among the hazards that face Mar, — § inett 
every working day cf her iife. 

But she loves it. For eight years she tried 
other means of earning a livelihood. She 
couldn't stand it. The circus was her world, 

“Got sawdust in my nose,” is her explana- 
tion. 


Just then a pair of swiftly flying heels cut 
a whistling swish through the air close be- 
side her slender form. It is fortunate that 
zebras kick just for the love of kicking. If 
they bothered more about their aim Mary 
Lennett would long ago have become a neat- 
ly embossed set of hoof-marks draped per- 
manently against the white-washed wall of 
Ringling Bros. winter quarters at Sarasota, 
Fia. - 

The zebra, his feet temporarily restored to 
the ground, took a thoughtful look over his 
left shoulder, just to see what he had missed. 

He looked straight into the thoughtful eyes 
of Mary Lennett. He shook his head dubious- 
ly. She walked past those menacing heels as 
carelessly as one would pass a daisy in the 
fields. He didn’t kick again. 


Are the Cussedest. 


“Zebras are said to be the most difficult 
animals in the worid to train,” she comment- 
ed. ‘I know they are the cussedest. But they 
are great fun, They have a dirty disposition, 
though. In training them you have to take 
each one separately.” 

“Like you would a man?” I suggested, hope- 
fully.

Duluth. He spent the sunffher on a farm 
with his bride, being technically “on leave.” 

On the following October 1, he was in- 
dicted. by the Koochiching county grand 
jury, composed of 22 men and two women, 
after they had exemined witnesses and de- 
liberated for three hours. The charge was 
murder in the second degree. 

The case oozed along tor months. Drill 
applied to the federal court for removal ct 
the trial to his jurisdiction, and Hurlburt 
opposed the move. Hurlburt stated that as 
a last resort he would ask the aid of G. A. 
Youngquist, assistant United States at- 
torney general, a native of Minnesota, In 
keeping the White case in the state courts. 


“White has violated the law of the state 
of Minnesota,” asserted the county attorney, 
“and no man, whether he be federal official 
or not, can escape being punished here.” 


Hurlburt said he could not see how the 
government forees expected to show that 
White fired to hit Virkkula's tires when not 
one of the 26 bullets struck the car lower 
than 18 inches above the tires. The federal 
officer must have lost his head and fired 
directly into the inside of the car, Hurlburt 
insisted. 

‘But as invariably happens in this sort of 
case, the federal authorities triumphed. 

Officer White went on trial February 12, 
1930, in the federai court in Duluth before 
Judge William A. Cant. He was defended 
by United States Attorney Drill, assisted 
by George A. Heisey. Oscar J. Larson, of 
Duluth, former congressman, had been ap- 
pointed to assist Hurlburt in the prosecu- 
tion. Eleven men and one woman com- 
posed the jury. 


The defense admitted at the outset that 
Virkkula had beer killed by three bullets 
fired by White and that no liquor had been 
found in the victim’s automobile. 


Larson, in outlining the case for the 
prosecution, told the jury he believed White 
used his gun with reckless disregard for 
human life. Virkkula did not stop his car 


quickly enough. This affronted the official 
dignity of the young customs officer, said 
Larson. 

The prosecution quickly completed its 
case with the testimony of Mrs. Virkkula 
and a few other witnesses. The widow testi- 
fied that her husband was hard of hearing, 
color blind, and usually wore glasses, but 
did not have them on the night of the 
tragedy. She said that her husband started 
to shift the gears as they approachéd the 
sign, and she assumed that he would stop, 
but before they had passed the sign the 
shooting began. 

She said she did not hear any one say 
anything. When her husband collapsed in 
her arms, two men camc up to the car and 
one she identified as White said to her: 

“Don’t cry, lady; I didn’t mean to do 
that.” 

Hugh Reidy, sheriff of the county, told 
of finding 26 bullet holes in the car, and 
Albert Sahr, a farmer in front of whose 
home the tragedy occurred, said that he 
saw an officer approach the Virkkula car 
with the sign. “Tt thought that car had 
stopped,” he said. “The man went around 
the side to investigate, then I heard a shout 
of ‘Stop!’ and then shooting began im- 
mediately.” 

White took the stand in his own behalf 
as soon as the defense opened the next 
morning. He saic he shot four times at 
the Virkkula car. He said that he had fired 
the riot gun furnished by the governmerit 
only once before, at a hawk, and was un- 
acquainted with the use of shotguns, al- 
though qualified as an expert rifleman in 
the army several years before. 

He said that the machine slowed up as it 
reached Servine but then accelerated until 
it was going 30 miles an hour, he estimated, 
by the time it reached him. He was un- 
able to see the sights of the gun because 
of the darkness but he fired, as he thought, 
low and into the ground, then a bit higher

Under Magna Charta a woman 
could not accuse a man of murder unless 
he had killed her husband. 


Thus it appears that it was the great- 
est of misfortumes to be born a- woman. Is 
there any reason for it, save that of her 
enforced moral inferiori’7 because she had 
inflicted sim and dea‘h and toil upon the 
world? Bruised and t odden, like the ser- 
pent that shared her 3in, can we wonder 
at the bitterness of her spirit when, bent 
and old, with clawlike hands and withered 
face, her tomgue became the dread of her 


neighbors and her curse a forerunner of 
evil. Then the witch, and the witch finde: 
going up and down the roads of Engianad 
and other lands with a divining rod in “is 
hand—the burnings, the hangings, the 
drownings, the smotherings. What a 
Strange and tragic history culminating im 


' this horrid climax! Even in the seveu- 


teenth, century Cctton Mather, of our own 
country, solemniy believed in -witchcraft. 


Congreve speaks of the low estimation 


of women in Elizabeth's time as a reason 
for the small figure they make in Shake- 
speare’s dialogues. Swift scorned then; 
Addison laughed at them as half-witted, 
amusing creatures made only to be the 
playthings of man 

Until Victoria came to the throne of Eng- 
land its women—save those of wealth or 
of noble and roval blood—still labored 
under the ancient curse. Their ignorance 
astonishes the student of history. Certain 
Puritan women, stimulated by their inter- 
est im the Bible, had learned to read, but 
even when the nineteenth century began 
the ability: to read was, it would seem, a 
rate achievement among women of small 
means. What but the condition of woman 
has maintained and still maintains in Eu- 
rope a peasantry dwelling in thick dark- 
ness. The intellectual] life of women really 
began in the founding of Queen’s College in 
1648 by Frederick Denison Maurice.

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the matter is in ii, it will so a long way 
farther—making on the upward road, no 
doubt, occasional individual vaistakes, be- 
cause its material is human. 

Meantime, the commonwealth has twice 
sown its satisfaction in the most eloquent 
manner pessible—by increasing the strength 
of the force which now numbers six troops 
totaling 600 men. 

Another tribute, more flattering than 
fortunate, lies in the fact that several local 
interests all over the state have chosen 
to dress their own police and guards in uni- 
forms closely resembling those of the state 
troopers. And these men, far less carefully 
chosen and trained than are the troopers, 


' have too often reflected discredit apon the 


name of those for whom they are mis- 
taken. 

I cannot close this report without taking 
one final pleasure—that of paying tribute 
to the two commanding officers. The state 
is deeply and happily in the debt of Colone! 
George F. Chandier, who organized the 
force and who ied it through the dangers, 
Goubts and difficu!tics of the first years—a 
man of acumen, courage and intergrity, of 
swift peneration and of an almost uncanny 
sense of the psychology of times and men. 

His successor, Major John A. Warner, 
handles his office with silent sagacity, giv- 
ing his troop commanders that quiet, steady 
support that is the best of all inspirations 
to further and ail’ further effort.

Rules Out Second Degree Murder Charge. 

Judge Cant, in summing up on the after- 
noon of February 15, eliminated the charge 
of second degree murder on the ground of 
insufficient evidence, and ruled that the 
jury might retu n one of three verdicts— 
third degree murder, second degree .man- 
slaughter, or an acquittal. 


The case went tc the jury at 4:50 p. m., 
Four hours later they returned a verdict of 
not guilty. White, now automatically rein- 
stated by his vindication, smiled for the 
first time during the trial, embraced nis 
bride, and shook hands with the jurymoen. 

History had repeated itself. White was 
an officer of the government, trying to fol- 
low out the instructions of his superiors. 
He had fired a bit hastily, perhaps, but one 
must not be too critical of youthful fervor. 
Better 10 peaceful citizens should die, and 
their families be plunged into sorrow and 
destitution, than let one rum runner escape 
—that seems to be the right spirit of the 
prohibition religion. 


Some day we will wonder how it was 
possible that such things ever happened.

From an essay in “The Atlantic Monthiy” 
of February, 1859, I present an astonishing 
paragraph relating to the histery of woman 
in the colony of Massachusetts Bay, as 
follows: 

“It is well established by early deeds and 
documents that a large proportion (of the 
women) could not read or write and in 
Boston, especialiy, for 150 years the public 
schools included boys oniy. After 1789 the 
girls were sent to school in the summer, 
and not until 1828 were all distinctions 
wiped out in the Boston’ common schools.”

When we consider how the character, 
Standing and power of woman has ad- 
vanced since the founding of Queen's Col- 
lege in 1848 we can measure the loss that the 
world has suffered—now so apparent in the 
wisdom of Queen Victoria in the work of 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning and George 
Eliot. What are we to say when we think 
of our own mothers and those of certain 
great men? 

Out of the dust woman has risen and 
shaken off the bonds of shame. It was the 
magic power in the teaching of the Great 
Shepherd that finally filled and freed her 
soul. With the hand of love—the mightiest 
of ali things we know—she raveled out the 
knitted thoughts of old. She became the 
daughter of Mary. mother of Jesus, and 
chivalry—a new emotion—entered the heart 
of man and the love that faileth not, 
though all else pass away. And this is the 
last and greatest miracle.

Young Junior Rockefeller might even go 
so far as te honor either bimself or his 
Pa. or both, by retaining as the moniker 
of the all-night unit of his contemplated 
aesthetic center of the historic name ot 
Jack's. But ewen with the great mame re- 
tained, plus the backing of Junie’s hun- 


pure intellect forum and the day-and-night 
grandeur that was Jack's. 


Not once @uring my recent midnight ex- 
cursions and expierations in the Times 
Square vicimity did I find the picturesque, 
not even the picturesque among the 
picaresque, sort ef human headlights of 
imagination and dazzling imteliect which, 
back in the older days, were sacintillant on 


dawn. Many of them, I suppese, collapsed 
long ago from the strain of jotting down 
new wheezes on the hard cuffs.of their

Then, with Paul Armstrong, Bill wrote

haired wives of stcel magnates were rolling 
down the aisles, hysterical with laughter. 
So Bill and Paul, suddenly realizing that 
they unsuspectingly had produced a farce, 
put it on in New York as such with suc- 
CeSS. 

Followed royalties that meant midnight 
chicken-a-la-king at Jack’s, where the Miz- 
ner table was most exclusive. Only One- 
Eyed Connolly, Arnold Rothstein, myself 
—a few like that—were welcome at Bill's 
table. We long quoted Bill's calm but telling 
rebuff to the soused butter-and-egg man 
from Schenectady who tried to sit with us: 
“Fade, kid. You have a breath that would 
start the windmill on an oid Dutch paint- 
ing.” 

He was like that, Bili—cerebrally snappy 
always amd everrwhere. I remember him 
testifying as a character witness before the 
eminent Justice John W. Goff, benign but 
mest dignified, and strictest enforcer of 
asked Witness Bill whether or not he play- 
ed fare, Bill replied that he had played 
the game “since infancy,’ further explain- 
ing until quieted by the court that faro 
was a game which “requires no human in- 
telligence beyond the ability to sit up in 
a high-chair.” | 

Justice Goff switched his examinatien to 
the technic of opium smoking. Bill never

In his frantic amd life- 
long effort te escape the curse ef work Bill 
Mizner has been variously a good play- 
wright, the werld’s werst acter, a Tender- 
loin hotel preprietor, for weeks America’s 
outstanding newspaper front page husband, 
a mining engimeer, raconteur, wagon-show 
medicine man and tapewerm exterminator, 
professional tbowlevardier, Fierida realty 
booster and California kmecker, California 
realty booster and Fierida knocker, success- 
ful short-story writer, lecturer, perfectiy 
rotten blackface comic on honkatonk cir- 
cuits of the merthwest, Fifth avenue picture 
dealer and savant of aesthetics, and for twe 
years manager of the late Staniey Krichel, 
world champ box fighter. * 

In his scholarly youth Bill sought learn- 
ing in eleven private schools, one public 
school and one oollege, frem all of which 
he was fired. Later in lifé, hewever, he 
more than balanced this recerd by never 
being thrown out of Jack's. 

When I first knew Bill Mizner he and 
@ monied young man named Barnes had 
just“WAken over a hotel off Broadway, the 
Rand, the like of which I ceuld not find 
on Broadway during my recent Manhat- 
tan rambles. Bill, as usual, put up the 
experience for the hotel venture. His first 
innovation as a hotel man, I recall, was 
to place just inside the entrance a sign 
which read: “Ne Opium Smoking in Eleva- 
tors or Lobbies.” It was a swell little hotel, 

Finally the only guest was the sheriff, so 
Bili turned playwright. With the late 
George Bronson Howard he wrote the first 
of the crook plays, “The Only Law.” As to 
the play’s suceess I recall only the last 
line of the venerable Wiiliam. Winter's re- 
view of it the mext morning, a brief sum-

but, as weual, he was at ease when the 
white-haired justice asked him to begin by 
describing the opium pipe. Leaning ferward 
gracefully im the witness chair, his mani- 
cured hands extended to: imdicate the 
lengih of the pipe, Mr. Mizner breke the 
church-Mke silence of the imtent courit- 
room. 


“Your Honor,” he began solemniy, gaz- 
ing down upon his extended palms, “this 
greatest of God's gifts te mankind is—” 

Order was finally restered sufficiently to 
adjourn court until the fellowing Monday. 

And whet's happened to Corse Payton? 
Nightly he used to announce himself in 
Jack's as “the world’s best bad actor.” 
Corse couldn't have been within a mile or 
more of either side of Broadway when I 
fruitiessly sought him the other night, or 
I would have heard him dechiming. 

The time came when the dead line for 
Corse in Jack’s was the wide doorwey lead- 
ing from the most northerly Green Room 
into the other eating rooms of the noted 
institution. Corse was permitted to do his 
stuff in the Green Room. least popular 
of Jack’s feur dining roams, but Corse and 
Shakespeare must not step over the dead- 
line. He broke the rule only one night that 
I remember, when he foolishly invaded the 
Battling Nelson Grill and began to liet 
loose with Hamlet's soliloquy. 

Unfertunately Mr. Payton paused to 
soliloquize just beneath the highiy-var- 
nished remains of the world's largest lob- 


ster—weight fourteen and three-quarter 


pounds—which dangled on a stout cord 
trom the ceiling. Corse had scarcely begun 
te warm up as Hamiet when the Honorable 


Matt Morgan climbed high on the slippery 
still-life display of fish, crabs and crack- 
ed ice beside Corse and cut the cord from 
which the relict of the lobster dangied. 


The Honorable Mr. Morgan—weight two 
hundred and ninety pounds—lost his feot- 
ing, slid all the way down a weakfish and 
landed on Corse, just below, an instant 
before the papa of all lobsters crashed down 
upon the Messrs. Payten and Morgan. The 
lobster was smashed, and so. to a large ex- 
temt, were Corse and Matt Morgan. We 
were sorry about the lobster. 

Right’ here I could tell young Junior 
Rockefeller of countless great nights like 
this, all of them full of helpful suggestions 
for the all-night forum which I hope to 
see him include in his new Fifth avenue 
art center.

A BASHFUL YOUNG MAN, 
MER.

Ali us creeks and hiehbinders crowded 
many deep around the table of our hero 
amd racomteur, OMalleyv. forgetting mi 
tipple but drinking im every midnight-to- 
daylight word of the lone Jackster te wit- 
mess the execution of the mighty Becker. 
My display of the beautifully engraved ca:d 
of invitation, which a socially punctilious 
state always issues for these death-house 
functions, aroused imprestive awe and in- 
terest. One thin, pale-faced, quiet young 
man somewhat bashfuliv interrupted, I re- 
call, to ask me whether or not I would 
sell him the invitation. end he drew forth 
two fifty-dollar bills. OMalley, that prince 
of good fellows, iieely and promptly gave 
the engraved card to the voung man, a gift 
received with awescme gratitude. He was a 
young fellow just trying to get along and 
mind his own busimess, named Arnold Roth- 
stein. 

European royalty visited Jack’s at fairly 
frequent intervals, but we didn’t encourage 
them. The closest I came to any of them 
Was One morning about 3 o'clock when 
someone eased into the White Reom of 
Jack's escorting a freshly-scarred lady who 
was introduced ail around as the Crown 
Princess of Sweden. Just to put her at her 
ease I remember extending my hand and 
remarking affably. “Gilead to meet you, 
Crown Princess—mitt the King of Greece.” 
We would have our quips in Jack’s. 

Her Highness had a sad story. Only an 
hour earlier, she told us, she had entered 
the Scandia Restaurant, under the Colum- 
bia Burlesque theater, and had thought to 
thrill her many lbyal Scandinavian sub- 
jects there by announcing that she was 
thinking of marrying the Crown Prince of 
Sweden most any day and soon would™bde 
their queen. The Scandia was so thrilled 
that from every table the diners began to 
toss all the table flowers at her but for- 
got to detach the earthen flower pots be- 
fore tessing the posies. 

Her Highness arrived among us at Jack’s 
with shower bouquets of geraniums and 
spaghetti still twined round her ears. Ob- 
viously some loyal subject also had tossed 
her way a boiled New England dinner. But 
She had had a final moment of triumph, 
bringing into Jack’s what was left of a 
Scandia table leg with which she had bean- 
ed someone named Ole. Months later I 
learned that she did not marry the Crown 
Prince of Sweden and lived happily ever 
after. ' 

But mow look at Manhattan; all the 
greatmess gone! Even the Bowery, I find, 
has Gegenerated these days to a mere busy 
business street. Who had taken the place 


van’? Nobody. Is Larry Mulligan still alive? 
I couldn't find him. It was the Larry Mul- 
ligan Association which gave tke amaual 
Larry Mulligan Ball at Terrace Garden, 3 
function of city-wide importance thet never 
disappointed me: round four a. m. there 
was always a general fight at the dewn- 
stairs bar on the order of the third day 
at Gettysburg, and always good fer at least 
twe columns in our now’detfunct eld Mern- 
ing Sun. 

In fact my own report of the annual 
Larry Mulligan Ball scrap always appeared 
in earliest editions on the street two or 
three hours before the fight itself began. 
Larry Mulligan functions ran so true to 
form that I always turned in my completed 
report of the bal! before midnight, thus 
leaving me free to go uptown to the ball 
and enjoy it unhampered by thoughts of 
werk. I had methodized the annual news 
assignment even tc the point of beeping «t 
hand a standard cpening for the stery that 
ran: 

All reads led to Terrace Garden last 
night, where the Larry Mulligan Asso- 
cilatien held its emnual high carnival. 
Champagne flowed .ike water. Amid 
garlands of flowers and the sweet 
strains of the light fantastic, leading 
Tammany statesmen, the city’s mere 
prominent wine agents and seng plug- 
gers and the elite of ine Bewery danc- 
ed the hours away with their levely 
ladies.

We had our serious moments aiso, 
even many that were highly educational. I 
remember, for imstance that it was at ene 
of Jack’s bars—it was not, I recall. the 
oyster bar—where I received from reone 
Other than Georee M. Cohan himself the 
most concrete and telling lecture on the 
art of playwriting that I have ever heard. 
The lecture was both extremely brief and 
meaty. 

The tired George M. came wearily into 
the bar at the dinner hour, carewern frem 
a hard day of rehearsals.

of them as busy as two bees. It 35 
during this season of the year 
that the summer flowers require the most 
care. At this time of the year the lawn 
must have special attention from time to 
time and plans are being made for the fall 
flower garden and vegetable gardens. 


None of these activities are more im- 
portant than the proper care of the lawn. 
There is no bit of gardening that gives 
more pleasure and satisfaction than that 
of having a beautiful lawn. There is no 
part of the home that is seen more often 
~ friends than the Jawn. Our friends as 
they enter the home have already formed 
an opinion of us as they noticed the lawn 
even before they cross the threshold of our 
door. So it is that for our sake, and for the 
sake of our friends and neighbors, that 
care should be taken of the lawn 


Oftentimes we may take more intelligent 
care of our plants if a thorough knowl- 
edge of the principles underlying its growth 
are understood. This is particularly true 
of grass with which we so often have 
trouble. 

Science tells us that essential to plant 
growth are light, food, water and heat— 
that all three must be present in sufficient 
amounts to be of any value to plants. One 
without the other is of no value. That 1s, 
an abundance of water and heat is of no 
value to plants if there exists a deficiency 
of plant food. 

We are told by physicists that plants do 
not differ greatly from ourselves in their 
requirements for life and growth. Like our- 
selves plants must have the right amount 
of food. water and warmth. An excess of 
one of these vital requisites will not com- 
pensate for a deficiency of another. 


When these facts are considered, we do 
not wonder why lawns turn brown and die 
during the middle and latter part of sum- 
meér. It is generalivy due to a deficiency of 
plant food due to these unusual demands 
because of excessive heat. 


Water dissolves the plant food in the soil 
and forms what is known as a “soil solu- 
tion.” In this solution, food and water are 
consumed by plants. Excessive watering 
will produce an abundant growth as long 
as the soil’s store of plant food lasts; when 
it is exhausted, no amount of water will 
sustain plant growth. 

A common practice, which is very detri- 
mental to grass, is sprinkling the lawn 
lightly each day. In doing so the soil js 
usually saturated cnly to a depth of half- 
inch. This causes the grass roots to come 
to the surface for moisture, and results in 
f very shallow root system which will often 
burn out quickly under the rays of mid- 
summer's sun. Then too, shallow roots of- 
fer little resistance to the heaving action cf 
the soil during winter and “winter-killing” 
results. 

Today there is no reason for allowing 
yrass or any other plants to suffer from 
Jack of food. It is a very easy matter to 
feed plants regularly—and properly. Modern 


WHAT TO DO IN AUGUST. 


LAWNS: Mow the lawns each week. By 
promoting stcoling and root growth by 
this mowing the lawn is better able to 
withstand the summer droughts. Con- 
stant feeding is also necessary. For 
this purpose try a monthly applica- 
tion of some good commercial! fertilizer 
or sheep manure followed by a ‘thor- 
ough two-hour soaking. Patch the bare 
spots with a handful of seed and a bit 
of fertilizer, both raked in lightly and 
soaked. 

BUGS: During the month of August the 
bugs usually celebrate with family re- 
unions and it gives us an opportunity 
for wholesale slaughter. The bugs that 
chew the plant, such as bean beetles, 
may be killed by the use of pyrethrum 
sprays or the arsenical poisons. The 
sucking insects, plant lice, aphis, and 
ilies may be killed by spraying with 
nicotine sulphate or pyrethrum. For 
the mildews, blights and black spot the 
use of bordeaux or massey dust will be 
effective. 

PRUNING: It is always time to cut out 
dead wood from the shrubbery and 
roses. This is particularly true now 
that we have had a bad drought and 
many dead limbs may be seen. The 
sooner this is removed the quicker will 
the plant recover itself.

science has developed complete, scientifical- 
ly balanced foods which can be applied 
right on the surface and soak@i into the 
soil. These plant foods are clean, odorless, 
and pleasant to handle. They can be ap- 
plied in about the same length of time it 
would take to water the lawn. 


Properly fed lawns develop strong, exten- 
sive roots which go deep for moisture and 
food. They do not require frequent water- 


ing. A thorough soaking once each week is 
ordinarily sufficient. They also get the full 
benefit of rains—the roots reach down to 
the depth saturated by rain. Shallow root- 
ed lawns do not. 


Modern science has made plant feeding a 
simple matter. You can purchase a com- 


plete, scientifically balanced plant food 
from your dealer in lawn and garden sup- 
plies. This can be applied right on the 
surface aS you would sow grass seed and 
soaked into the soil. Simple directions for 
applying the plant food are contained in 
the bag, in almost every case. It is wise to 
use a plant food made by a reliable manu- 
facturer. 


Give your lawn a light feeding now and 
another in about six weeks, and it wil] stay 
green and thriving. Moreover, when winter 
comes, it will have the stamina to combat 
winter conditions. 


Our old friend the radish is almost uni- 
versaliy planted during the spring for our 
spring and summer garden, but it is often 


overlooked for the late summer and fall 
gardens. Some of the varieties are particu- 
larly well adapted for fall use and better 
success will be had if these varieties are 
planted. These fall planted radishes are 
usually of even finer flavor and less likely 
to be pithy than the early spring varietics. 

The icicle is the only one of the early 
tvpes that may be depended upon to last 
until hot weather approaches. It retains its 
crisp quality longer than the other early 
sorts. The summer radishes, however, will 
thrive and give fine big roots during the 


hot. late summer weather of excellent 
quality to slice for salads. They may he 
sown now for a late summer crop and 


need the same rich soil and fast-growing 
medium to be at their finest that the early 
sorts like. 

Another particularly fine variety for late 
summer planting is the long white Vienna 
radish. The tops are usually of medium size, 
The roots are clear white, slender, smooth 
and average when mature six to seven 
inches in length by half to three quarters 
of an inch in diameter at the thickest part. 
The flesh is very crisp and brittle and of 
mild, sweet flavor. 

The regular winter radishes which may 
be planted now as well are growing in popu- 
larity as they are introduced into new co 
munities. The California white winter 
radish is a fine, solid white radish, long, 
very large but tender. This is the variety 
that is grown so extensively by the Chinese 
vardeners throughout California and other 
parts of the west. The best red-skinned 
winter radish is the China Rose, This is a 


rather blunt shaped radish usually about 
four inches long and two inches thick, The 
flesh of this red tadish is a beautiful pure 
white and has a fine flavor. The favorite 
black skinned radish is the black Spanish 
radish which is almost round, very large 
about three and a half inches thick. 


SWISS CHARD—FALL GREENS 


Swiss chard is one of the fool-proof vege- 
tables, like spinach in its certainty to pro- 
duce. Chard is the ideal greens for the 
small backyard garden because of the large 
output from small space. 


It is a beet that is so busy making tops 
that there is no time or energy left for 
making roots after the top is made. It is 
also of fair complexion while the beet has 
its usual ruddy one. The old-fashioned way 
of picking the chmrd was to pull up the en- 
tire plant. This style is now passe’ since it 
has been discovered that the leaves may 
be cut with a sharp knife and let the plant 


keep on producing, which it will very oblig- 
ingly do. 

While chard is planted for the greens, 
the thick fleshy midribs and stems may be 
served separately cooked like asparagus. 
They have a very delicate flavor cooked 
this way. 


Although Swiss chard will grow under al- 
most any circumstances, and in spite of 
the grossest neglect for real good results, 
a little Special care will be fully repaid, 
For really tender greens it should be grown 
fast. To do this it is only necessary that 
it be planted in fairly rich loamy soil, that 
has been prepareo deeply. Work a little 
high-grade fertilizer into the row at the 
time that the seeds are planted, after the 
chard has reached a heighth of some three 
or four inchés another side dressing of this

LAWNS: Bermuda grass may be planted 
the earlier part of this month with ex- 
cellent results assured. 

FLOWER SEEDS: The quick flowering 
annuals such as Zinnias, Marigolds 
and Petunias may be planted now and 
should bloom profusely before frost. 

Pansies, hollyhocks, delphiniums, 
aquilegia, canterbury bells, shasta 
daisy, English daisy, foxglove, Oriental 
poppies, gypsophila, candytuft and rud- 
beckia all may be started from seed 
now.

same fertilizer should be applied. This fer- 
tilizer should be applied each time that a 
cutting is made, this extra food at that 
time is to help nature to heal the wound 
and promote a little new growth. 


A great many other vegetables may be 
planted during the last two weeks in Au- 


gust that will help in making a fall garden 
more complete, There is still time to plant 
bunch string beans and bunch butter beans, 
as they will bear in six weeks. Beets and 
carrots may both be planted and for well- . 
shaped roots the ground should be pul- 
verised thoroughly. If the ground is heavy 
with clay the roots will become ill-shaped 
and often times split. 


The extra early varieties of English peas 
such as Alaska Extra Early, John L. Extra 
Early and Extra Early Surprise may te 
planted and :till bear by the first week in 
October. A winter collard and cabbage may 
also be planted.
